Towards the end of the 1940's a "pan" was brought to 
St. Kitts from Trinidad, and in less than a year some half-dozen 
bands had been formed. Among this first half dozen bands 
was one called "The Boomerang". From its inception "The 
Boomerang" refused to conform and in 1950 committed the 
sacrilege of giving a concert of hymns, Strauss Waltzes and 
other light classics. I remember being told in no uncertain terms 
that I was taking the Steel Band 'out of context'. Of course, no 
one any longer considers even heavy classics as being com¬ 
pletely out of context for the Steel Band. 

The Boomerang in course of time became The "Esso" Steel 
Band and after taking St. Thomas by storm at the carnivals of 
1957 and 1958, this band spent nearly three years between 
1959 and 1962 on contract in St. Thomas, U.S. Virgin Islands, 
and Puerto Rico. 

Eventually, on November 14, 1965 the Esso Steel Band of 
St. Kitts ceased to be and the Coca Cola "Coronets" was born. 

For years, though being complimented by native and 
visitor alike, for the excellence of their musical renditions, the 
"Trinidad sound" eluded the experimentations of their pan 
tuners, Joseph Benders and later Lancelot Leader. Lancelot, 
however, got pretty close. Eventually, Trinidadian pan tuner 
Leroy Williams was engaged and we had arrived. 

No player now remains from the "Boomerangs", the cap¬ 
tain Clarence Brown is the only one left from the touring days 
1959-62, and the majority of the present 15 only know 
"Coronets" service. The accent, however, is as it always was, 
on the production of pleasing sounds rather than on simply 
beating pan. 

Incidentally, in some 12 competitions in which the band 
participated between 1955 and 1972 they only lost twice. 

This album commemorates the first tour undertaken by 
the Coronets when they visited Tortola and St. Thomas this year. 
It also commemorates the Band's winning of the first Nationally 
run Steel Band competition for which they hold the Higgs and 
Hill Trophy. 

The pieces on this album are surely not "out of context" 
but bang up to date. There's a change of mood here and there 
to ease and soothe the tramping feet. 

In these days when one associates the sound of Steel Band 
with the large 75-150 member bands of the original Steel Band 
country of Trinidad, the sound of 15 on this album is almost 
hard to believe.

This album is a twofold accomplishment for the Thompson 
Family Singers. First, it marks their debut as recording 
artists in the wide field of gospel music. Second and most 
important, it is a tribute to the wife and mother who was 
influential in starting the group. 

The late Inez B. Thompson recognized the musical talent in 
her family some 25 years ago when a favorite pastime of her 
children was to gather around the piano and play church.

Mrs. Thompson never sang with the group. The role she 
played was that of spiritual advisor.

On February 10, 1968 Mrs. Thompson 
passed. The group believes that if there was any thing their 
mother could have told them on her death bed, would have 
been that she was leaving them in the hands of the Lord.

Towards the end of the 1940's a "pan" was brought to 
St. Kitts from Trinidad, and in less than a year some half-dozen 
bands had been formed. Among this first half dozen bands 
was one called "The Boomerang". From its inception "The 
Boomerang" refused to conform and in 1950 committed the 
sacrilege of giving a concert of hymns, Strauss Waltzes and 
other light classics. I remember being told in no uncertain terms 
that I was taking the Steel Band 'out of context'. Of course, no 
one any longer considers even heavy classics as being com¬ 
pletely out of context for the Steel Band. 

The Boomerang in course of time became The "Esso" Steel 
Band and after taking St. Thomas by storm at the carnivals of 
1957 and 1958, this band spent nearly three years between 
1959 and 1962 on contract in St. Thomas, U.S. Virgin Islands, 
and Puerto Rico. 

Eventually, on November 14, 1965 the Esso Steel Band of 
St. Kitts ceased to be and the Coca Cola "Coronets" was born. 

For years, though being complimented by native and 
visitor alike, for the excellence of their musical renditions, the 
"Trinidad sound" eluded the experimentations of their pan 
tuners, Joseph Benders and later Lancelot Leader. Lancelot, 
however, got pretty close. Eventually, Trinidadian pan tuner 
Leroy Williams was engaged and we had arrived. 

No player now remains from the "Boomerangs", the cap¬ 
tain Clarence Brown is the only one left from the touring days 
1959-62, and the majority of the present 15 only know 
"Coronets" service. The accent, however, is as it always was, 
on the production of pleasing sounds rather than on simply 
beating pan. 

Incidentally, in some 12 competitions in which the band 
participated between 1955 and 1972 they only lost twice. 

This album commemorates the first tour undertaken by 
the Coronets when they visited Tortola and St. Thomas this year. 
It also commemorates the Band's winning of the first Nationally 
run Steel Band competition for which they hold the Higgs and 
Hill Trophy. 

The pieces on this album are surely not "out of context" 
but bang up to date. There's a change of mood here and there 
to ease and soothe the tramping feet. 

In these days when one associates the sound of Steel Band 
with the large 75-150 member bands of the original Steel Band 
country of Trinidad, the sound of 15 on this album is almost 
hard to believe.

There is nothing on this album that is not deeply personally related to my life. I don't 
sing any songs ony more unless I absolutely mean every word of 'em, although my 
meaning may differ from a literal interpretation. UUhen I began to sing I remember 
being told over and over that I must subordinate myself to the song, that it uuas the 
song that mattered. But there uuas a time in my life uuhen I realized the truth: It is the 
singer, not the song. 

This record is a return to my roots, to my native history, to better comprehend and 
preserve that particular frame of reference. That is the same possibility uuhich first 
attracted me to folk music. I cherish it more nouu out of a sadness resulting from my 
perception of the UJest as a place of short history, and from my sense of loss, as the 
kind of life I greui up knouuing is disappearing. Out there a house hardly even gets to 
be 40 years old. They don't stop to see what uuas valuable from the past. If it's old, 
it s torn douun. Human values are crumbling auuay after never havinq been properly 
established. j k k v

Rosalie Sorrels ujos born Rosalie Finn Stringfellow in 1933 in Boise. Idoho. to Nancy Kelly and UUalter 
Pendleton Stringfelloai. Her father taught her to love music from some uuidely diverging singing traditions 
ond to hunt with a native Indian ethic. From her mother she learned early to read and to love reading 
From her auuesome grandfather Stringfelloai she learned, despite his seventy, o respect for nature and 
an admiration for native Indian culture. From her grandmother Stringfellow she received on flnglo-flmeri. 
con oral song tradition. From her Irish grandfather Kelly, a ujildly expansive spirit, she acquired a taste 
and gift for language Ond an incapacity for prudery. From people inside cuid outside her family she 
learned to tell o fine story. 

R quarter of a century ago. Rosolie. o Salt Lake City houseuuife ond mother, took o course in American 
folk music uuith UUayland Hand. It sparked her into collecting ond thinking about regional folk music. Harold 
Bentley, the Dean of the Extension Division ot the University of Utah, encouraged her in her own singing, 
gave her a guitar arranged for instruction on it. and made it possible for her to give o course of her ouun. 

Those mere tmo steps touuard Rosalie's becoming o professional singer. Since then she hos sung ond 
uuritten and listened to many kinds of songs, and been many places oil over the country. Norn, os o 
mature singer, she is returning uuith this record to the songs of the UJest from uuhere she ond her family 
came, and to the music she mas collecting ond singing ot the start of her career. Rosalie hos told me most 
of uuhat is contained in these notes. I hove sernn it together and commented.

Born in Toronto in 1928, MOE KOFFMAN first 
studied violin.’ He switched to saxophone at thirteen and 
then studied clarinet, theory and harmony. In 1950 he left 
Canada for New York to study clarinet and flute. While in 
New York he joined the Jimmy Dorsey Orchestra and later 
played under other well known bandleaders like Charlie 
Barnet, Ralph Flanagan and Tex Beneke. Six years later he 
returned to Canada to form his own jazz group which 
appeared at New York's "Birdland" and then at Dalhousie 
University in Halifax followed by a tour of the Western 
Provinces. 

His composition The Swinging Shepherd Blues (written 
in 1957 when the flute in jazz was all the rage and 
something of a novelty) earned him the title of the 
'Swinging Shepherd' as well as international fame. The tune 
is typical of Koffman's approach to jazz: rooted in the 
blues, it possesses a clean-cut melodic line and a definite 
beat. His style is thus "middle-of-the-road" or "main¬ 
stream", or whatever the current term is for music that 
appeals to the majority of enlightened jazz fans. In 1963 he 
reduced the group from six to four and introduced his 
'two-saxes-at-once' routine, an accomplishment which led 
to guest appearances on the Johnny Carson Show. 

Always eager for new sounds, he then electrified his 
saxophones and later added an electric flute. A microphone 
inside the instrument amplifies the sound and feeds it 
(through a reverberation device) to two loudspeakers placed 
on the stage. This dispenses with the need for a public 
address system and enables the performer to reproduce in 
public the sound created by a recording engineer in the 
studio. Koffman says the most interesting aspect of the 
instrument is its octomatic device. By pressing a switch the 
performer can play octaves in unison and thus play duets 
with himself. "It's like having two saxophones on the stand 
and when I play both alto and tenor (at once) it is like a 
whole sax section. The octomatic device makes the 
musician think in different terms. New ideas occur more 
readily. As it is, I'm continually discovering new effects I 
can get with it." 

Some of these effects are apparent on this recording, 
made before an invited audience at the Canadian Pavilion 
during Expo '67. The numbers range from Parker and Davis 
through the Beatles' 'Norwegian Wood' to the younger 
composers of the New Beat generation. (In this respect 
Hancock's supercharged 'Watermelon Man' is perhaps the 
best cut on the disc, certainly the grooviest.) And 
throughout there's the big sound of the new quartet, 
comprising, along with Moe Koffman, Art Ayre on electric 
organ, Gary Binsted on Fender bass, and Andy Cree on 
drums. Electrifying! Give the disc a spin. Try Side 1. 
You'll flip for sure.

Quittant le Canada en 1950, Moe Koffman debarque a 
New-York pour approfondir sa technique a la clarinette et a 
la flute. Au cours de son sejour, il se joindra successivement 
aux orchestras de Jimmy Dorsey, Ralph Flanagan et Tex 
Beneke. Six ans plus tard, il revenait au Canada riche 
d'experience pour former son propre sextuor de jazz.

I'Universite Dalhousie a Halifax, prelude d'une tournee a 
travers les provinces de I'ouest du Canada. 

Or, des le debut des annees '50, quelques flutistes 
avaient force les portes de la citadelle jazziste. En 1957, la 
cote d'amour de cet instrument est definitivement assuree. 
Certains amateurs de jazz ne jurent plus que par la flute. 
Koffman repond a cette vague de popularite en ecrivant 
The Swinging Shepherd Blues, une oeuvre qui lui vaut 
toujours le sobriquet de Swinging Shepherd et la renommee 
sur le continent nord-americain. Cette composition depour- 
vue d'hermetisme, done seduisante et facile d'acces, marque 
I'apparition de ce qu'est devenu la faune de I'univers de 
Koffman: enracinement dans le blues, une ligne melodique 
precise et precieuse que chevauche une rythmique sobre et 
reguliere.

En appuyant sur un bouton, 
I'instrumentiste peut, en effet, jouer des octaves a I'unisson. 
Aussi se plaft-il a dire qu'il joue en duo avec lui-meme. II 
ajoute: "C'est comme s'il y avait deux saxophonistes sur 
scene. Et, lorsque je joue simultanement du saxophone alto 
et tenor, on a I'impression d'entendre une veritable 
phalange de saxophones. Ce systeme d'oetaves qui se 
chevauchent ouvre de nouvelles voies au musicien. Les idees 
jaillissent avec plus de spontaneite. Comme c'est la, je 
decouvre continuellement de nouveaux effets sonores."
